The drys have filed a petition in 
Warren county asking for a vote 
July 1. 
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Chicago, March 26 — Swept by 
wind and rainstorms of terrific vio- 
ence for three days, vast areas of 
the middle west, from the Missouri 
river to the Allegheny mountains, 
are inundated, many persons have 
been drowned and there have been I 
enormous property losses. 

Ohio, Indiana and parts of Illinois 
and Missouri suffered most severely. 
Terre Haute, Indianapolis and La- 
fayette in Indiana, and Delawere, 
Dayton, Columbus and Youngstown 
in Ohio, present particularly pitiable 
spectacles. In ail of these cities 
there was heavy lose of life and 
property. 

In Delaware. Ohio, nineteen per- 
sons are known to have lost their 
lives and thirty to fifty others are 
missing. Terre Haute, swept by a 
disastrous tornado last Suuday, was 
parily inundated, interfering with 
the removing of stricken families. 
The death list still remained at 
twenty, while the list of injured ag- 
gregates 250. t 

DAYTON UNDER WATER. 
At Dayton. Ohio, where three riv- 
ers, the Miami. Stillwater and anoth- 
er stream known as Wolf creek, con- 
join, there was loss of life, accord- 
ing to some reports and destruction 
of property. For the most part the 
city lies on a level fiat with four 
streams meeting almost in the heart 
of the city. The streams are pro- 
tected by levees twenty-five feet 
high. The levees protecting the 
Miami river broke and the flood was 
augmented by the rapidly rising wa- 
ters of other streams. The situation 
was made worse by the breaking of 
the Laramie reservoir, fifty miles 
above Dayton. 

Cincinnati, March 26.-No one can 
tell the number of dead claimed by 
the terrific storm that swept away 
the lives of Dayton yesterday, nor 
can the amount of damage be esti- 
mated, except that it will run into 
the millions. The last man to arrive 
at Brooksville, from Dayton, twelve 
miles east verifies the report that 
the water is 30 feet deep in the 
busineaa center of the city and run- 
ning like a mill race. He asserts 
hundreds of persons have been 
drowned. Many of them lost their 
lives when boats were upset by the 
rapid current. 

The mayor of Dayton, in an ap- 
peal made to the mayor of Spring- 
field, reported that the water is 
thirteen feet in the union station in 
Dayton, and that according to un- 
confirmed reporta 5,000 lives have 
been lost and fully 30,000 are home- 
less 

The hydraulic dam of Piqua has 
gone out, and reports unconfirmed 
say that 540 lives have been lost. 

A telephone message from Phone- 
ton said that the vast National Cash 
Register plant at Dayioa ii reported 
to be on lire. The streets of Dayton 
are said to be full of dead horses 
and other 



More Flood Reports. 

At Indianapolis the flood submerg- 
ed the street car company's power 
plant and the waterworks plant.

Cornnorsville, Ind., is flooded by 
the White River waters and there 
has been a great loss of life. 

One person was drowned in St. 
Louis and the Western and Southern 
partB of the city menaced by the 
Djs Perces River. 

Bridges connecting the west side 
with the eastern portion of Colum- 
bus were swept away. Hundreds of 
men are marooned in factories on 
the west side. Street car traffic has> 
been abandoned. Fifteen hundred 
homes have been flooded. Gov. Cox 
telegraphed the Red Cross at Wash- 
ington appealing for aid for Dayton, 
Ohio, on representation of great loss 
of lives there. 

At Delaware, O.. 75 to 100 lives 
were lost in the flooded Olentangy 
river. 

At Spartansburg, Pa . the dam 
brok»n and Oil Cl y In endangered. 
Hundreds of persons are homeless. 

A windstorm traveling at the rate 
of sixty -four miles an hour hit Nash- 
ville.Tenn.. Tuesday night. Windows 
in the State Capitol were broken and 
a house unroofed. 

Windstorms are estimated to have 
done hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of damage to property in Ken- 
tucky, the largest loss being at Pa- 
ducah, where the minimum estimate 
is $150,000. No loss of life is re- 
ported, though the injuries of one 
man may result fatally. 

Wind and rains caused an estimat- 
ed damage of $100,000 in Louisville, 
flooding hundreds of cellars, caving 
in Bidewalks, stopping car lines and 
wrecking trees, homes, barns and 
other property. Part of the west- 
ern section of the city was under 
four feet of water. Firemen and 
citizens worked all night. No 
deaths are reported. 

Other cities more or less damaged 
are Lima.

Spain might bn termed the land ot 
deliberation, for nothing— especially 
In tho caee of courtship and marriage 
— Is done In haste. Indeed. In tha 
country towna of Andalusia, a sudden 
marriage creates great surprise, for, 
as a Spanish writer says, "there is 
nothing In which procrastination ia 
carried so far in Andalusia us In the 
matter of engagements." 

The Aiidaluslaii peasant considers 
well the step he Is about to take, and 
this conslderaUon is a very pleasant 
way of killing time, and time is of but 
little value in the south of Spain. It 
is quite a common thing for a man to 
be engaged ten yeara. There is also 
a monetary consideration to be taken 
Into account, the marriage fee in Spain 
being a high one — namely, |7 or $8. 

Before coming Into tho house of his 
fiancee a man has to ask permission 
of the father to be hiB daughter's 
lover. If he gives It, a party is given 
to celebrate the engagement, at which 
they drink aguardiente, etc., and eat 
cakes. Girls are never allowed to 
walk out with their lovers. No kiss- 
ing is permitted between them. When 
a girl Is asked why, she says: "We do 
not belong to our lovers; If we quar- 
reled he could not say that my lips 
had ever been hla." 

This comes partly from pride and 
partly from a wish not to be depreci- 
ated in the matrimonial market, as 
lovers In Spain often prove fickle, A 
girl known to the writer had been en- 
gaged five years when her lover Jilted 
her. Six months later she becamo en- 
gaged again. You see, she had only 
chatted with her former lover, bo her 
matrimonial chances were quite aa 
good as before she was engaged at all. 

Courtship Is ao public in Spain that 
there cannot be any difficulty In get- 
ting evidence for a breaoh of promise. 
A peasant who is sued for breach ot 
promise and who has resided In the 
same province as hla fiancee has to 
pay so much for every year that he 
has been engaged to her. Nearly all 
the peasants are Illiterate and have to 
get friends to write their love letters 
for them. 

Although they do not kiss each oth- 
er, they put i'i and o's in their letters, 
the latter signifying embrace* When 
a girl first writes to her love she only 
addresses him as "My appreciated 
John;" she does not think it at ail cor- 
rect to put "My dear John," unless 
they have been engaged a ver; 
time. 

In these days engaged couples 
longing to the upper classes Bee a 
good deal of each other. They meet 
at mass in the morning, chat together 
during the hour of siesta, see each oth- 
er in the afternoon during the prome- 
nade, go to the same party In the eve- 
ning, and after supper aee each other 
and chat together at the window, and 
there are nights when they remain 
once more chatting together, their 
faces pressed to the bars, until the 
rosy fingered dawn appears In the 
east. 

It Is related that a lover getting 
married after an engagement of eight 
years soon afterward fell into low 
spirits from not knowing what to do 
with his time. 

A peasant girl's fiance always buys 
the furniture, but the giri'B family 
often takes care of It, which is some 
guaranty that the marriage will take 
The girls often spend moro 
two years making their house 
linen and trousseau. 

Spanish men of the lower class do 
not make good husbands; perhaps this 
Is why girls appear to care more for 
their mothers than their husbands 
The devotion of daughtora to their 
mothera la very great Lodeed. to be 
a Spanish mother la to be much 
adored. I know a girl who was great- 
exasperated with her lover becauae 
when he wrote to her he was always 
quoting hia mother. Tho girl satiri- 
cally aald. "It was always Ml madre. 
ml madre!" 

The houses of the Span rah poor are 
nearly always built round large patios 
In which there is a well that has to 
serve for aa many' aa twenty families. 
Some of these patios are very pleas- 
ant, being decorated with plants and 
In summer by large vines. The 
are very small, conshttlng of 
little room and a tiny kitchen. 
So, as there Is not much houaework 
to be done, nor much housekeeping. It 
is ia> wonder peasant girls are anxloua 
to exchange domestic service tor mat- 
rimony, and become ruther asganvated 
with their lovers' deii Deration.

PRECEDENT FOR BRITISH NAVY 



rnmrsiinrltr tf Ri4ll*chln Ma* R It 

wvmmiiiUTr wi aiaii»ivani|i n mm ran 

From Common Sailor to Proa- 

ent High Position. 

For the first time, it ia said, in the 
history of the British navy a man 
who entered the lower deck hn* l>een 
appointed to the command of a bat- 
tleahrj). This is Commander Thomas 
J. S. Lyne, who recently took com- 
mand of the l.ntlleshin Goliath, of 
the Third fleet, at the Nore. If. 
was transferred from the command 
ofthepimlKi.it Hinpdovc. Command- 
er Lyne entered the navy nearly 
thirty years ago. In February, 1S98, 
he was advanced to the warrant rank 
of gunner, and in 1902, while in 
charge of torpedo boat No. 60, he 
had his great chance of distinction. 
The torpedo boat was employed dur- 
ing the South African war in pa- 
trolling and dispatch carrying on the 
const of Cape Colony and broke 
down thirty miles from a dangerous 
coast. Mr. Lyne rigged jury sails 
from the deck cloths and navigated 
the vessel to a safe anchorage in Sal- 
danha bay. He was promoted to 
commissioned rank for this achieve- 
ment, becoming a lieutenant on June 
26, 1902, and on September 28 last 
he was advanced to the rank of com- 
mander, thus being the first officer 
promoted from the lower deck to 
attain this rank while still on thf 
active list.

KOREA'S POPULATION. 

When Korea, which the Japanese 
have officially renamed Chosen, was 
nominally under Chinese rule, and 
later when it was theoretically inde- 
pendent, the population of that 
country was only guessed at, since 
no census had been taken. As usual 
in the Orient, the estimates of Euro- 
peans and Americans differed wide- 
ly, running all the way from 8,000,- 
000 or even less to 18,000,000 or 
20,000,000 with extreme limit as 
high as 22,000,000. Since the Japan- 
ese annexation an accurate count has 
been made, and the result is between 
the earlier guesses but nearer the 
majority of the high estimates than 
the low figures. The population is 
a little over 14,000,000, which gives 
the Japanese empire a total of not 
less than 65,000,000.

Bauer* 
melster eays all the other apples ap- 
pear to be similarly affected, and he 
intenda to feed them to hla chickens 
in the hope that the concrete they 
contain will create hard-shell eggs for 
the export trade.

FIRST FOUND COAL IN 1679 



Father Hennepin, French Jeauit Mis- 
sionary, 8«ld to Have Located 
a Mine In Illinois. 

The first mention of the occur- 
rence of coal in the United States, 
according to government experts, is 
made in the journal of Father Hen- 
nepin, a French Jesuit missionary, 
who in 1679 recorded the site of a 
"cole mine" on Illinois river, near 
the present city of Ottawa, 111. The 
first actual mining of coal was in 
the Richmond basin, Va., about sev- 
enty years after Father Hennepin's 
discovery in Illinois, but the first 
records of production from the Vir- 
ginia mines were for the year 1822, 
when, according to one authority, 
54,000 tons were mined. Ohio prob- 
ably ranks second in priority of pro- 
duction, as coal was discovered there 
in 1755, but the records of produc- 
tion date back to 1838. 

The mining of anthracite in Penn- 
sylvania began about 1790, and it is 
said that in 1807 fifty-five tons were 
shipped to Columbia, Fa. Reports 
of the anthracite coal trade are usu- 
ally begun with the year 1820, when 
365 long tons were shipped to Phila- 
delphia from the Lehigh region. 
Prior to this, however, in 1814, a 
shipment of twenty-two tons was 
made from Carbondale, also to Phil- 
adelphia, and the production is con- 
sidered to have begun in that year. 
It is likely that the actual produc- 
tion prior to 1820 was between 2,500 
and 3,000 tons. The production for 
1911 was 496,221,163 short tons.

According to the reports of Miss M. 
A. Lamb, a Philadelphia woman who 
has taken uj><>n heraelf the tA*k of 
railing the needle to Ha rlnhtful 
place In history, upon the results of 
her personal investigations among 
relies of the most ancient peoples, the 
aweatahop originated la Egypt and 
the first needle probably waa plucked 
from a thorn tree by Mother Eve 
some few minutes after her historic 
leave-taking of the Garden of Kden. 

Miss Lamb appeared the other day 
in the lecture hall of the Museum 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
and every assertion she made to an 
Interested audience waa bached by 
photographs and ezhlblta sufficiently 
accurate to convince the most unbe- 
lieving of skeptics. Of course, there 
were no relics of Adam and Eve; the 
assumption concerning the mean* 
taken by them to add to their abbre- 
viated costumes after cold Knowledge 
had started the first of all human 
troubles is nothing more or less than 
a long shot at a doubtful target Hut 
Misa Lamb did show a photograph of 
the very oldest piece of combination 
leather work and embroidery in ex- 
istence, a piece that la carefuly pre- 
served in a museum" of the old world, 
and demonstrated how positively it Is 
known to antiquarians that the skill- 
ful hands responsible for Its exist- 
ence were busy at work during the 
reign of Solomon. 

To prove Egypt's responsibility for 
the appearance of the sweat shop the 
women lecturer showed a very strik- 
ing photograph of a tapestry hall of 
the ancient empire taken from stone 
carvings of a very ancient period and 
beside the figures of a woman and 
man, men being among the most ex- 
pert of the early needle and loom 
workers, there was a series of hiero- 
glyphics that, deciphered, bespoke the 
plaint of an old Egyptian woman 
who was much displeased that her 
daughter, after serving an apprentice- 
ship In one of the shopB, was not be- 
ing paid In proportion to her labora. 
And the Btrange writing goes on to 
describe the shops— small places with 
many occupants who are deprived of 
sun and air while they work. 

This was 2500 years before Christ 
Going back even further Mlsa I .nub 
produced etchings from the cliff 
abodes of the cave-men of a period 
that belongs somewhere In the hazy 
stretch of time known aa the stone 
age. and time after time the rude 
skill of the rock-dwellers waa shown 
to have turned to the portraying of 
the fancy sleeve-dress of the tribal 
chiefs and leading warriors. An actual 
photograph of a tunic, dug from ten 
feet of peat In an Irish bog and evi- 
dently a part of the apparel of one 
of Eve'a earliest daughters, was 
thrown upon the screen In the lecture 
hall. The process of petrification re- 
vealed It to be made of two pieces 
Joined together by a system of stitch- 
ing similar to what is known now as 
"drawnrwork." It seemed sufficiently 
convincing to the women part of the 
audience and the rest of Miss Lamb's 
admirers took their applause aa ex- 
pert testimony. 

Thorne from the trees of antiquity 
were the first needles. After them 
came those of bone, flint and shell 
and the succeeding steps were taken 
gradually through stone and copper to 
the steel Implement of today.- Miss 
Lamb showed pictures of the first 
cousin of the needle, the safety pin. 
and it seems to have had Its origin 
Just 1,000 years earlier than Chris- 
tianity. It was a mere matter of de- 
tail to carry the story through Chal- 
dea, nabylonla, Asyria and the lands 
of the ancient Hebrews. 

Prom all that the patiently inveatl- 
gating Philadelphia woman waB able 
to tell her audience yesterday It Is 
assured that Abraham. Solomon and 
Mohammed wore rlchly-embroldered 
silks and cloth of gold; that even be 
fore them the stone men. content 
with lesser attire, made fancy wrist- 
lets and arm decorationa, and, finally, 
that the needle as we see It, Is only 
the present-day descendant of the bit 
of thorn bush the "first woman 
plucked on the outskirts of Eden In 
an emergency born of the very ear 
llest "moving-day" recorded.
